The Department of Commercial Intelligence invites applications from 
manufacturers and exporters of British goods who are desirous of extending 
their trade. Such applications should specify the countries for which in- 
formation is desired, and indicate— 


(a) The precise kind of goods about which the enquirer desires informa- 
tion, and 

(b) The particular points in regard to which he especially wants to he 
informed. 

Attention is directed to this matter because, it applicants would make 
their enquiries more precise, they would benefit by receiving more precise 
iuformation. If they desire to do an export trade it would be in their 
interest to state whether they have already succeeded in obtaining any trade 
in countries abroad, whether they are represented by agents there, and it so 
by whom, and whether they are satisfied with their representation. 

Applicants for information as to openings abroad may apply direct to 
H.M. Trade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade Correspondents in the 
British Dominions, the Board of Trade Correspondents in other parts of

These hotels are semi-foreign in character, and iron bedsteads 
are included in the furnishing of most of them. 

The bedsteads which will command the largest sale must be cheap in 
price but strong, and as ornamental as price will allow. A much more 
limited demand will also always exist for the higher priced and more 
elaborate styles of bedsteads for sale to wealthy natives and foreigners. 

The market for hospital and school bedsteads should also soon become of 
much importance, with the opening up of many such institutions in China.

OPENINGS FOR TRADE IN ALL 
COUNTRIES ABROAD. 





Confidential Information. 

Firms in the United Kingdom desirous of receiving confidential inform- 
ation as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
may, upon application, have their names placed on a Special Register at the 
Department of Commercial Intelligence. 

The confidential information communicated to firms so registered relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is received from His 
Majesty's Trade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade Correspondents in 
the British Dominions, the Board of Trade Correspondents in other parts of 
the Empire, and from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, 
supplemented by information frora other sources available to the Depart- 
ment of Commercial Intelligence. 

Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines of trade 
to which the information to be sent to them should relate, and a classified 
list of subjects is sent to ail applicants for registration with this object. 
During 1916, 575 separate circulars were issued (to the number of 128,662 
copies) to firms on the Special Register interested in the particular branches 
of trade to which the circulars related. 

A small charge is made for the service, which includes the reqular supply 
of the ** Board of Trade Journal.” Firms whose names are inscribed on the 
Register are required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant- 
General of the Board of Trade, 7, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W. 1. 

The “Journal” itself contains information as to openings for British 
trade abroad and as to other matters of interest to British traders generally. 
Information published in it is not repeated by circular to firms whose names 
are on the Special Register; the confidential information communicated to 
the latter is confined to matters which, at the time, have not been published 
in the “ Journal,” or are not intended to be published at all. 

Firms in the United Kingdom who wish to have their names inscribed on 
the Special Register should apply in writing to the Comptroller-General of 
the Department of Commercial Intelligence, 73, Basinghall Street, London, 
E.C. 2, for the necessary form of application. 

N.B.—Admission to the Register, and retention upon it, are at the dis- 
cretion of the Board of Trade.

SAMPLES OF GERMAN AND AUSTRIAN GOODS. 


Exhibition at the Department of Commercial Intelligence. 


An Exhibition of samples of goods of enemy manufacture, including many 
recent additions, is now being held in the new Sample Rooms of the 
Department of Commercial Intelligence (5th Floor), 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C. 2. 

The Exhibition will be open to British manufacturers and exporters of 
British goods every week-day between the hours of 10 am. and 5 p.m.; 
Saturdays 10 a.m. to 1 p.m. 

The samples, which number approximately 3,000, are of considerable 
variety, and are labelled with prices (where available), and the name of the 
country in which the goods are sold. Certain of the samples represent 
quite recent designs from enemy sources, and should be of interest to British 
manufacturers desirous of obtaining information respecting the new styles of 
goods at present being manufactured in enemy countries. 

The markets represented by the samples are as follows :—United Kingdom, 
British India, Canada, Australia, New Zealand, Africa (South, East and 
North), Russia, Sweden, Netherlands, Denmark, France, Portugal, Italy, 
United States of America, Central and South America, Siam, China, and 
other Far Eastern markets. 

A general list of the samples on exhibition appeared on p, 155 of the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” of 26th April; attention may, however, be called 
to the undermentioned exhibits of special interest.

ESTABLISHMENT OF SAMPLES EXHIBITION AT LYONS. 


H.M. Consul-General at Lyons (Mr. E. R. E. Vicars) reports that the 
Lyons Fair Committee has decided to create a permanent Samples Exhibition 
at Lyons, combined with a Commercial Enquiry Office, in connection with 
the annual Fair. This permanent Exhibition will consist of sampies shown 
at the annual Fair and deposited by the exhibitor till the next Fair, when he 
can either replace the samples by others or leave them on show. It is hoped 
eventually to get together a large collection of samples, constituting a 
permanent Industrial Exhibition of great value. 

In order that no time may be lost in putting this scheme into execution, 
exhibitors at the 1917 Fair are being invited to support it at once.

PROHIBITED EXPORTS. 


Revised and Complete List—Correction. 

With reference to the notice on pp. 360-75 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 17th May containing a revised and complete lisi of the goods 
which are prohibited to be exported from the United Kingdom to certain or 
all destinations, it is notified that owing to a printer's error the figure “3” 
was inserted instead of the letter ‘‘A” in the fourth line of the Schedule— 
“ Aeroplane engines and their component parts.”

IMPORTS AND SALE OF SOFT WOOD. 


The Secretary of the War Office notifies that in order to ease the present 
stringency in the supplies of timber, so far as is possible without sacrificing 
more important interests, the War Cabinet has authorised the importation, 
under licence, in neutral vessels, of soft wood from the countries of Scandi- 
navia, when it will not displace cargoes of food stuffs or munitions, 

The Orders which limit the prices of imported soft wood to those current 
during the last week of January, 1917, will not apply to timber imported from 
Scandinavian countries after 15th May. It may be sold by the importers at 
its cost price, delivered to store, plus 10 per cent., provided that the price so 
calculated does not exceed by more than a third the price current during the 
last week of January, 1917, for soft-wood of similar quality and description 
in the same locality. It may be sold by persons other than the importers at 
prices which are in accord with the foregoing proviso. 

ARMY CoUNCIL ORDER. 


The following is the text of an Order, made by the Army Council on 19th 
May, modifying the Order of 7th May (see p. 347 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal ” of 17th May) :— 

Whereas by an Order dated the 7th day of May, 1917, the Army Council, 
in pursuance of the powers conferred upon them by the Defence of the 
Realm Regulations, prohibited the sale of imported soft wood at prices 
exceeding those current during the week ending 3lst January, 1917, in the 
locality in which it may be proposed to make any such sale and in trans- 
actions between parties standing in corresponding relations ; 

And whereas the Army Council deem it desirable that the sale of soft 
wood imported from Norway, Sweden or Denmark after the 15th day of 
May, 1917, should be permitted on certain conditions other than those con- 
tained in the said Order ; 

Now, therefore, the Army Council give notice that they hereby authorise 
and permit the sale by the importer thereof of soft wood imported into the 
United Kingdom from Norway, Sweden or Denmark after the 15th day of 
May, 1917, at prices not exceeding a figure 10 per cent. in excess of the 
actual cost of such soft wood delivered to store in the United Kingdom, 
provided that the price so calculated shall not exceed the price current 
during the week ending the 3lst January, 1917, for soft wood of a similar 
quality and description in the locality in which it may be proposed to make 
any such sale and in transactions between parties standing in corresponding 
relations, by more than one-third of such current price ; 

And the Army Council further give notice that they hereby authorise 
and permit the sale by persons other than the importer thereof of soft 
wood imported into the United Kingdom at prices not exceeding the 
price current during the week ending 3lst January, 1917, for soft wood of a 
similar quality and description in the locality in which it may be proposed 
to make any such sale and in transactions between parties standing in 
corresponding relations by more than one-third of such current price.

DISCONTINUANCE OF THE PARIS OFFICE OF THE DEPARTMENT 
OF IMPORT RESTRICTIONS. 


With effect from lst June, the licensing of imports of prohibited articles 
of French origin at the Board of Trade | Office, No. 10, Place Edouard VIL, 
Paris, will be ‘discontinued. Licences for such goods will be issued, com- 
mencing on loth June, by the “wer of Import Restrictions, 22, 

Carlisle Place, Westminster, S.W.1. All licences issued by the Paris Office 


before Ist June will be available up ‘to 80th June. 
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NEW DEFENCE OF THE REALM REGULATIONS. 


An Order-in-Council, dated 19th May, further amends the Regulations 
(called the ** Defence of the Realm Regulations ”), under the Defence of the 
Realm Consolidation Act, 1914, for securing the public safety and the 
detence of the Realm. The Order referred to orders wmter alia, the follow- 
ing amendments to be made :— 


Reduction in Acreage under Hops in England and Wales. 


After Regulation 2 x, Regulation nN x, which is to the following effect, 
should be inserted :— 

Subject to the provisions of this regulation, the acreage cultivated with 
hops on any holding in England or Wales shall, before 30th June, 1917, be 
reduced to one-half of the acreage on the holding which was so cultivated 
in June, 1914, and thereafter, so long as this regulation remains in force, 
the acreage on the holding so cultivated shall never exceed that proportion. 

Any occupier of two or more holdings may arrange the reduction on his 
various holdings as he wishes, provided he effects a reduction of one-half 
on the whole. He must send particulars of his hop acreage on each of 
the holdings in his occupation in 19]7 and 1914 to his County War Agri- 
cultural Committee. 

Control of Canals. 


At the end of Regulation 9 u the following Regulation shall be 
inserted :— 

“ (5). Where the Board of Trade have taken possession of any canal, the 
Board may by order prohibit persons, not being the owners of the canal, who 
own any barges used thereon, or any machinery or plant used in connection 
with the loading or unloading of any such barges, from disposing of any such 
barges, machinery, or plant, without the consent of the Board of Trade or 
some person or body of persons acting on their behalf, and if any person acts 
in contravention of any such Order he shall be guilty of a summary offence 
against these regulations.”

Transmission Abroad of Printed or Written Matter. 


By the same Order-in-Council the first and third paragraphs of Regula- 
tion 248 (see pp. 416-17 of the “ Board of 'l'raae Journal” of 9th November) 
are amended to read as follows :— 

“24n. On and after the lst day of December, nineteen hundred and sixteen, 
no person shall, without a permit issued by or under the authority of the 
Admiralty or Army Council, transmit, consign, convey, or export from the 
United Kingdom to any neutral country in Europe or America, or to any 
enemy country, any printed or written matter except such as is herein- 
after expressly excepted, and the competent naval or military authority, 
or any person authorised by him, may examine any such matter so trans- 
mitted, consigned, conveyed, or exported, or intended to be so transmitted, 
consigned, conveyed, or exported, and may forward the matter, or any 
part thereof, to an officer appointed to censor postal correspondence. 

“The provisions of this Regulation, other than those relating to examina- 
tion, shall not apply to ship's papers nor to patent specifications sent with 
the authority of the Board of Trade, nor shall they apply to letters and 
other postal correspondence, trade circulars and catalogues, bills of lading, 
invoices and similar trade documents, cheques, bills of exchange and other 
negotiable or valuable securities, dispatched in accordance with- any Post 
Office regulations for the time being in force, nor shall they apply to printed 
or written matter conveyed by any person, if he proves that the matter is 
required solely for his own use, and the conveyance thereof does not contra- 
vene the provisions of any other of these Regulations, and is otherwise 
lawful.” 
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ECONOMY IN THE USE OF WOOD IN PACKING. 


The attention of the Board of Trade has been drawn by the Director of 
Timber Supplies to the large quantity of wood which is consumed in the 
manufacture of packing cases intended for the transport of goods both in the 
home andexport trade. They wish to point out that, in view of the necessity 
of restricting imports and at the same time of supplying essential war 
requirements, it is absolutely necessary to observe the strictest economy in 
the use of wood. Great assistance could be rendered by traders if the use of 
wooden packing cases and crates were abandoned altogether or, where this is 
not possible, if crates were substituted for packing cases. 

The Board of Trade have had under consideration the issue of an absolute 
prohibition on the export, except under licence, of wooden packing cases con- 
taining goods, but they hope that the response of the trading community to 
the appeal for economy in the use of wood will prove so satisfactory that the 
necessity for taking this step may be avoided.

RESTRICTION ON LETTING MOTOR CARS FOR HIRE. 


The Secretary of the Petrol Control Committee of the Board of Trade 
notifies, under date 19th May, that in accordance with the provisions of 
section (c) of Defence of the Realm Regulation 866 (see notice on pp. 345-6 
of the “ Board of Trade Journal ” of 17th May), the letting of a motor car for 
hire is authorised for the following special purposes :—(1) For the convey- 
ance of any goods or burden in the course of trade or husbandry in a motor 
car which was constructed or adapted solely for that use prior to the 12th 
May, 1917; (2) For visiting persons who are dangerously ill, and for con- 
veying nurses to attend patients, provided that in each case a certificate is 
obtained from a duly qualified medical practitioner; (3) For funerals ; 
(4) For conveyance of police officers engaged upon their official duties ; and 
(5) For conveyance of newspapers for distribution. 


DEALINGS IN WOOL IN IRELAND. 


Aun Order, dated 11th May, 1917, has been made by the Army Council 
permitting dealings in wool in Ireland subject to certain conditions. ‘These 
conditions are similar to those laid down for the purchase and sale of wool in 
Ireland last season. The effect of the regulations is to permit dealers and 
merchants to buy from farmers at the fixed prices set out in the schedule 
published with the Order. Dealers are only allowed to sell wool to certain 
authorised merchants from whom the Department buys on a fixed price basis 
for cased wool delivered f.o.b. Lrish port. Manufacturers are not permitted 
to buy wool from farmers, dealers or merchants, and must apply for their 
requirements direct to the Deputy Executive Officer, War Department, Wool 
Purchase Office, Grafton Street, Dublin. As before, it is made an offence 
punishable by severe penalties to stuff fleeces with broken or dead wool, locks, 
daggings, etc. 

The scale of fixed prices has been drawn up after consultation with the 
Irish Wool Advisory Committee. More detailed price lists for each district, 
based upon this general price list, are being published by the Wool Purchase 
Office, Dublin. 


RESTRICTIONS ON DEALING IN SEEDS, OILS AND FATS. 


With reference to the Orders of the Minister of Munitions made on Ist 
May (see notice on pp. 226-7 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 3rd May), 
and 9th May (see pp. 344-5 of the “Journal” of 17th May), restricting 
dealings in seeds, oils and fats, the Minister of Munitions has given notice 
that the expression “ex ship” and all other expressions used in the said 
Orders and in the Schedules thereto are to be interpreted in accordance with 
recognised trade or port customs or usages as to the meaning of such 
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RESTRICTIONS ON DEALING IN SEEDS, OILS AND Fats—continued, 


expressions ; and further that the Orders do not, by fixing maximum prices 
for dealings in such articles or any of them, prohibit either the observance 
of recognised trade or port customs or usages with regard to dealings 
therein, or the incorporation in any contract for sale or purchase at the 
maximum price of any terms and conditions as to arriving at weights, 
allowances for ullage, etc., which it is customary to incorporate in contracts 
for the sale or purchase of such article, and in particular do not prohibit 
the use, for dealings in any article at the maximum price, of any recognised 
trade association form of contract for dealings in such articles.

(2) In the case of goods consigned by shippers abroad to brokers and 
agents for sale on commission, the details of all sale contracts together with 
the rate of commission paid by the shipper ; where such goods are unsold all 
details possible should be given. 

Forms for making these returns can be obtained from the various corn 
trade associations, or the rice brokers’ associations, and should be returned 
to the Royal Commission on Wheat Supplies, Trafalgar House, Waterloo 
Place, S.W. 1, before Ist June.

“Sugar (Restriction) Order No. 3, 1917.” 


By the Sugar (Restriction) Order No. 3, 1917, the Food Controller has 
reduced the amount of sugar which may be used by manutacturers from 
40 per cent. of the amount used by them in 1915, to 25 per cent. As under 
the old Orders, the Order does not apply to sugar used for jam, marmalade 
and condensed milk. The Order comes into operation on Ist June, 1917. 


Oats Control Committee. 


The Committee appointed by Lord Devonport to undertake the purchase 
and control of oats required from overseas for the United Kingdom and the 
Allies, and to take over the duties and responsibilities of the existing 
Allies Forage Committee; has been constituted as follows :—Mr. 8. F. Mendl 
(Chairman); The Right Hon. Thomas Wiles, M.P.; Mr. R. H. Selbie; Mr. 
E. J. Riley (War Office); Mr. H. Kent (Commission Internationale de 
Ravitaillement); M. Destombe (French Representative) ; Lieutenant Amadio 
(Italian Representative) ; M. Van Rompa (Belgian Representative); and Mr. 
H. A. Francis (Secretary). The present address of the Committee is Empire 
House, Kingsway, London, W.C. 2. 

All persons dealing in imported oats are warned that the Oats Control 
Committee may call at any time for a return of all purchases and sales of 
such oats during a prescribed period, whether on a c.i.f. basis or on any 
other basis, and that the Committee will report to the Food Controller, for 
such action as he may think necessary, any cases which they may find of 
attempts to withhold supplies from the market or to make undue profit.

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TRADE CONDITIONS ABROAD. 


CANADA (Alberta).—The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Calgary 
(Mr. J. F. Sweeting) writes, under date 13th April, that conditions generally 
in Alberta are good. Some preliminary work, which will probably include 
the laying of a light railway, is being done in connection with the develop- 
ment of water power at Rocky Rapids, about 150 miles west of Edmonton on 
the North Saskatchewan river. 

Immigration into the Province is better than it has been since 1914. 
Practically all the farmers coming from the United States are of a monied 
class, and are experienced in agriculture. All farm land companies are 
selling large quantities of land for settlement. (D.C.1L. 23,539.)

NETHERLANDS EAST INDIES (Samarang).—H.M. Consul-General 
at Batavia (Mr. W. R. D. Beckett, C.M.G.) reports that the year 1916 was a 
profitable one for the import trade in the Samarang district. There was a 
steady rise in prices due to supplies being limited by scarcity of tonnage. 
Towards the end of the year, however, the demand fell off and stocks began 
to accumulate as a result of prices having risen to such a high level that 
natives had either to content themselves with inferior goods, or refrain from 
buying anything but absolute necessaries. Importers will have to bear this 
situation in mind during the current year. 

The most notable feature of the year was the heavy increase in imports of 
Japanese goods, this development of Japan's trade having been assisted by 
the high prices asked for goods from Europe. 

Piece goods.—The year may be said to have been a record one for the 
piece goods trade in general. Manchester goods have been in great demand, 
and Manchester camric has succeeded in gaining a footing in Solo, the 
largest “ battiking”’ centre in Java. 

In grey and grey striped drills Japanese competition in striped crepes was 
felt, as the natives are using to a large extent the cheaper Japanese 
article as material for their clothing. The trade in white drills has increased 
very much of late years; the demand for the low quality article is still large 
and stocks are scarce. Indigo and black ground prints are very scarce, and 
there is a good enquiry for them. 

A shortage of black lastings and sateens is sure to be felt in 1917, as stocks 
on hand are small. The Japanese have captured the market for cheap cotton 
singlets. British-made goods have always been too good and expensive for 
sale in the bazaars. 

Haberdashery and small wares.—Generally speaking, importers of 
haberdashery and small wares had a good year, although the actual turnover 
was smaller. Japanese goods have flooded the market.’ 

Hats.—The increasing use by natives of straw and felt hats and helmets 
made the year avery profitable one for these goods. Straw and felt hats 
came mostly from Italy. Japanese efforts to capture the trade with low 
qualities in these lines have not been successful so far. 

Metal manufactures.—The situation in Kurope has practically cleared 
the market of copper sheets. Japanese copper has been tried, but found to 
be tco brittle, so the native copper workers are marking time until the 
European article is obtainable. There is still a good demand for British- 
made galvanised wvron sheets, buckets, etc., but high prices and difficulties in 
obtaining supplies have retarded business. 

Enamelled ware.—The Japanese have captured the Austrian trade in 
enamelled ware. British goods are too good and too expensive for the 
market. 

Paper, etc.—A good business was done in writing paper, foolscap, and 
envelopes during 1916; towards the end of the year, however, business 
declined on account of the very large advance in prices of supplies to make 
up stocks. There has always been a good market for cigarette paper in 
Samarang and large supplies were received from Italy in 1916: both China 
and Japan have made efforts to cut into this trade. (D.C.I1. 16,025.) 
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PROTECTION OF TRADE MARKS IN CYPRUS. 


In the official “ Cyprus Gazette” of the 23rd March, the Registrar of Trade 
Marks gives notice that from and after lst April, 1917, he will require (1) 
every authorisation to an agent to act for a firm to state in full the names of 
all the partners in the firm; and (2) every application for registration to 
state in full the names of all the partners in any firm mentioned in the appli- 
cation. If the application is in a firm’s name, it should be made in the name 
of A and B (as the case may be), trading in co-partnership as D. and Co. (as 
the case may be). (D.0.1. 21,783.)

From the foregoing table it will be seen that the imports of competitive 
merchandise into Australia from “ All Countries” have increased by some 
£6,700,000; from the United Kingdom by £2;800,000, and from the United 
States by £3,100,000 as compared with 1914-15. Notwithstanding the 
increase in the value of the imports from the United Kingdom the per- 
centage has decreased from 649 per cent. in 1914-15 to 62°18 per cent. in 
1915-16, while the proportion from the United States has increased from 152 
per cent. in 1914-15 to 19°06 per cent. in 1915-16.

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1916, and the respective shares of the United Kingdom, the

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METHOD OF DEDUCTING FEDERAL INCOME TAX IN 
AUSTRALIA. 


The High Commissioner in London for the Commonwealth of Australia 
notifies that in response to an enquiry as to whether Federal income tax is 
deducted at the source from interest warrants, etc,, he has received the 
following advice from the Federal Commissioner of Taxation :— 

The Federal income tax law is not similar to the British law in requiring 
that income tax shall be deducted on interest warrants, etc. at the source of 
payment of these warrants. 

It provides that a company which pays dividends or interest to any 
absentees shall pay income tax at 6d. in the pound on such payments. This 
is an assessment against the company as a company and not on behalf of the 
absentees. 

There is no income tax payable in Australia on any interest on Govern- 
ment securities, war loan bonds or inscribed stock. 

The Law also provides that— 

‘When a company pays tax under this sub-section (i.e., 6d. in the 
pound on the payments to absentees) on any dividend or interest, and 
the member, shareholder or person pays tax on that dividend or interest, 
in addition to other income, the proportionate amount of tax paid by 
the company in respect of the dividend or interest shall be deducted 
trom the total tax payable by the member, shareholder, or person.” 

“Tax in this section means the Federal income tax as assessed under the 
Federal Law, and does not include any other tax. 

There are some absentees who render their own returns through Australian 
agents for income from various sources. Any Australian dividends or 
interest received by such persons must be included in their individual 
returns for the purpose of ascertaining the rate of tax applicable to the 
total income. Upon the calculation of the total tax at that ascertained rate, 
a rebate of 6d. in the pound on the Australian dividend or interest on which 
the company has paid tax will be allowed to the shareholder under the above- 


quoted section. 


UNITED KINGDOM TRADE WITH CANADA AND 
NEWFOUNDLAND. 


Visit of H.M. Trade Commissioner. 


In accordance with the practice that has been established for H.M. Trade 
Commissioners in the British Self-Governing Dominions to visit the United 
Kingdom officially from time to time, so that manufacturers and merchants 
may have the opportunity of consulting them on any matters connected with 
their business, or of obtaining information as to the possibilities of extending 
their trade, H.M. Trade Commissioner in Canada and Newfoundland (Mr. C. 
Hamilton Wickes) is now in this country, and has already interviewed a 
number of firms at the Offices of the Department of Commercial Intelligence 
of the Board of Trade, and at the Chambers of Commerce in Bristol, Cardiff, 
Wolverhampton, Walsall, Stoke, Manchester, Liverpool, Dublin, Belfast. 
Londonderry, Glasgow, and Edinburgh. 

Mr. Hamilton Wickes is continuing his tour to those trade and industrial 
centres in the Provinces which have been decided upon as most advantageous 
to visit in view of the applications that have been received from firms in or 
near those centres and from Chambers of Commerce. He will be in 
attendance at the Newcastle Chamber of Commerce to-day (24th May), and 
after Whitweek will attend at the Chambers of Commerce at Leeds, Bradford, 
Hudderstield, Sheffield, Chesterfield, Derby, Nottingham, Leicester, Coventry 
and Birmingham, in the order named.

ship Company’s Buildings, Wellington, and submitted for consideration to the 
Minister in Charge of Munitions and Supplies, who is the local authority in 
New Zealand. 

When duly considered, two copies of each order will be returned to tue New 
Zealand importer for transmission to his principals or representatives in the 
United Kingdom, who, in their turn, will place a copy of the order before 
the Priority Branch of the Ministry of Munitions in London.

According to the April issue of the “ South African Commerce and Manu- 
facturers’ Record” (Cape Town), the Union Government has appointed

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TRADE AND INDUSTRY OF NEWFOUNDLAND IN 1916. 


The Imperial Trade Correspondent at St. John’s (Mr. H. W. Le Messurier, 
C.M.G.), writing under date 18th April, states that the trade of Newfound- 
land in the year 1916 gave very satisfactory results, the great increase 
in the prices of imported articles having been fully met by the increased 
values of exports. 

Transport difficulties and the United Kingdom restrictions on exports of 
many articles used in the fishing and shipbuilding industries, such as chains, 
anchors and other manufactured metal goods, are greatly restricting trade 
with the United Kingdom, and increasing that with the United States. 

The 1916 catch of fish was fully up to the average yearly catch, and was 
sold to advantage, the chief fish markets of the world taking Jiberal supplies 
during the year. The extra demand for fish foods and fish oils created by 
war conditions has increased values for these products to an unprecedented 
extent. The exports of herrings nearly doubled during 1916, a great demand 
for this fish baving sprung up in the United States owing to the decreased 
North Sea catch, and also to the adoption of tle “Scotch packing”’ system 
in Newfoundland. Efforts are being made permanently to secure this trade; 
this is not considered to be a difficult undertaking, as the herrings caught 
on the coast are equal in size and flavour to those obtained in the North Sea. 

The trade in tish oils also largely increased during the year. The com- 
pulsory Government inspection of cod-liver oil has led to a much better 
quality being exported; many authorities state that the oil which passes the 
test is equal to the best Norwegian oil. 

The year proved highly successful for seal fishing. The catch constituted 
a record one for the small number of ships engaged, eleven steamers bringing 
in 241,302 seals, valued at 642,463 dols. 

‘he export of paper and pulp during 1916 exceeded that of the previous 
year. The greater portion of these products was shipped to the United 
Kingdom. 

The shortage of tonnage greatly affected the export of pit props, and 
although the cut was a large one, a big percentage had to be held back. 

Statistics of the trade of Newfoundland for the calendar year 1916 are not 
available, but Mr. Le Messurier comments upon the statistics for the fiscal 
year ended 30th June, 1916, and calls attention to the increase in the total 
value of the trade from 25,487,700 dols. in 1914-15 to 35,396,800 dols. in 
1915-16, an increase of nearly 10,000,000 dols. Imports amounted to 16,427,300 
dols., and exports to 18,969,500 dols. in 1915-16, as compared with 12,550,800 
dols. and 13,136,900 dols. respectively in the preceding fiscal year. Of the 
countries participating in the import trade it is noticed that the share of the 
United States showed a large increase, namely, from 4,943,800 dols. in 
1914-15 to 7,097,800 dols. in 1915-16. (D.C.1. 23,593.)

THE BULK SALES ACT, 1917, OF ONTARIO. 


The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Torento (Mr. F. W. Field) reports 
that the Legislative Assembly of Ontario has passed a Bill to regulate in 
that Province the purchase, sale and transfer of stocks of goods in bulk. 
Wholesale merchants have been in the habit of extending credit very freely 
to retail traders in Ontario, writes Mr. Field, and the object of the Act is 
to prevent retail merchants from selling their stocks in bulk and defaulting 
with the proceeds, without settling up with their creditors. It is hoped 
that the new legislation, which will come into effect on Ist October, 1917, 
will protect creditors against such defaults. Legislation of this kind is 
already in operation in the various Provinces of the Dominion, with the 
exceptions of the Provinces of New Brunswick and Prince Edward Island.

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USE OF “ANZAC” IN TRADE. 
Decision of the Canadian Government. 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence is informed by the Colonial 
Office that the Canadian Government has passed an Order-in-Council, dated 
30th March, to the effect that no trade mark shall be registered in the 
Dominion which consists of or contains the word “ Anzac.”

Decision of the Governor of Grenada. 


The Board of Trade have received copy of the “ Anzac ” (Restriction on 
Trade Use of Word) Ordinance, 1917” (No. 6 of 1917), which came into 
operation on the 16th April, 1917, and which prohibits the use in connection 
with any trade, business, calling or profession of the word “ Anzac,” or of 
any word closely resembling that word, without the authority of the 
Governor, given on the request of the Government of the Commonwealth ‘ot 
Australia or of the Dominion of New Zealand. This prohibition is to apply 
notwithstanding such word forms part of any trade mark, or the name of 
any company cr society or other body, which has been registered before the 
passing of this Ordinance. (C. 8,982.) 





TRANSFER TO STATE OF EX-IMPERIAL LANDS AND 
PROPERTY IN RUSSIA. 


H.M. Commercial Attaché at Petrograd (Mr. H. Cooke) reports, under date 
13th April, that the “ Torgovo Promyshlennaya Gazeta ” (Petrograd) of 28th 
March/10th April publishes a Decree of the Government, dated 17th/30th 
March, transferring to the State, under the control aud administration 
ot the Ministry of Agriculture, the lands of the “ Cabinet ’”’ of the ex-Emperor, 
including forests, rivers and lakes. In like manner the mineral rights 
belonging to the ex-Imperial “ Cabinet” are transferred to the control and 
administration of the Ministry of Commerce and Industry. 

The works, factories, mines and quarries of precious and other stones, and 
mineral water sources, are transferred to the control and administration of 
the Ministry of Commerce, which will superintend all private works, factories 
and mining undertakings on “Cabinet” lands, and will draw up regulations 
to govern mining operations. Until the issue of these regulations these lands 
are to be closed for new mining claims. 

Monetary capital belonging to, or at the disposal of, the “ Cabinet’ 
be transferred to the Ministry of Finance. 

All taxes and dues payable by existing laws to the “Cabinet” are hence- 
forth to be entered in the State revenues, and the administration of property 
belonging to the “Cabinet” is to remain for the present in the existing 
central and local “ organs ”’ of the “ Cabinet,’’ under the control, however, of 
the Minister of Agriculture or the Minister of Commerce and Industry. 

Mr. Cooke also reports, under the same date, that the official “ Bulletin of 
Laws” (Petrograd) of 19th March/Ist April publishes a Decree of the 
Government, dated 16th/29th March, transferring to the State, “ pending 
the decision of the Constituent Assembly,” all the Imperial appanages, and 
the property, undertakings, and capital appertaining to them. The adminis- 
tration of this property, etc. is to be undertaken by the Central Appanages 
Department, which is to be formed into a Special Central Department, and 
the revenue accruing therefrom is to be considered as State revenue. 


With reference to the above Decrees, H.M. Commercial Attaché has 
forwarded an extract from the local press from which it appears that the 
* Cabinet” lands in the Altai District include about 112,320,000 acres, and 
those in the Nertchinsk district comprise 74,790,000 acres, and are of great 
natural wealth.

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APPOINTMENT OF TRUSTEE FOR ENEMY PROPERTY 
IN GERMANY. 


Interest to be paid on Debts due to Enemies. 


According to the official “‘ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger ’ ” (Berlin) of 23rd 
April, and the “ Norddeutsche Allgemeine Zeitung” (Berlin) of 22nd April, 
a Bundesrat Order of 19th April, having force from 1st May, directs the 
Imperial Chancellor to appoint a “Trustee (‘Treuhander’) for Enemy 
Property,” with prescribed functions, and alters accordingly various existing 
regulations as to enemy property. ‘The regulations affected are (1) the 
Order of 4th September, 1914, and subsequent Orders as to the supervision 
of enemy undertakings; (2) the Order of 30th September, 1914, and subse- 
quent Orders prohibiting payments being made to enemies; (3) the Order of 
26th November, 1914, and subsequent Orders as to the compulsory adminis- 
tration of enemy undertakings (including landed estates) ; (4) the Order of 
7th Ovtober, 1915, as to the compulsory notification of and enibargo upon 
enemy property ; and (5) the Order of 3lst July, 1916 (see article on pp. 854-5 
of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 2lst September last), as to the com- 
pulsory liquidation of enemy undertakings. 

The ‘“ Norddeutsche Allgemeine Zeitung” explains that the enemy 
property affected by the new Order falls in the main into two classes: (1) 
‘he proceeds of the administration of enemy property by State authorities 
(compulsory administration, liquidation, etc.); and (2) sums owing to 
enemies whose property is not yet so controlled. 

The Trustee receives the general power of taking under his administration 
all euemy property of every kind in Germany, subject to the consent of the 
competent State Government in the case of undertakings, branch under- 
takings, and real property. In the case of property already under super- 
vision, compulsory administration or liquidation, his powers are confined 
to whatever objects are transferred to him from such property. Super- 
visors of undertakings may order the transfer to him of money or securities 
not necessary for carrying on the business. He is substituted for the 
Reichsbank as the authority with whom payments, securities, etc., due to 
enemies may be deposited, and may iake over and administer deposits 
already so made. The rules for his administration are those already laid 
down for compulsory administration, the Imperial Chancellor being 
substituted for the State Governments as the supervisory authority. Where 
the Trustee represents an enemy debtor, an action for the debt will not lie 
against him except with his consent. He receives power to require informa- 
tion from any person as to enemy property. The Order of 7th October, 
1915, as to compulsory notification of and embargo upon enemy property, is 
altered so as to make the 'I'rustee the authority for granting permission to 
alienate or export enemy property. He may require suspension of any 
process in the nature of an execution put into operation since the war 
against property taken into administration by him, and for the future his 
consent is necessary to the taking of such process against such property. 

The creation of the post of Trustee will not involve any change in the pro- 
cedure of the individual compulsory administrators as regards Jiquidation in 
co-operation with the Imperial Commissary, etc. The change consists in 
placing at the disposal of the Trustee the moneys available for investment 
out of the financial results of such administration. The Trustee is to act as 
a central authority for book-keeping, statistics, and general supervision of 
enemy money held in the various quarters, and is to be in a position to 
dispose of the total amount. 

As regards sums and securities due to enemies, and not already taken 
under official administration, the Trustee, after investigation of all the 
circumstances, can require the debtor to pay the claim to him, notwith- 
standing the provisions of the Order of J0th September postponing the 
recovery of debts due to enemies. The debt becomes payable one month 
after such notice. In connection with this power, the question of payment 
of interest on debts due to enemies is now governed by a new regulation. 
The Prohibition of Payments Order of J0th September, 1914, provided that 
in the case of debts due to enemies, the right to recover which was thereby 
postponed, no interest should be payable in respect of such postponement. 
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This arrangement, it is said, is only suitable to a short war and is felt to be 
no longer maintainable. It is, therefore, provided that, as from Ist April, 
1917, interest at a rate appropriate to the period for which payment has been 
deferred shall be paid to the Trustee on all money debts which would have 
fallen due to be paid but for the Order of 30th September, 1914, or on which, 
although they are not yet due, interest would be payable but for that Order. 
The Imperial Chancellor is to determine the dates of such payment of 
interest, and may make special rules as to its rate and allow exceptions. The 
obligation to pay interest arises whether or not the Trustee has assumed the 
administration of the debt, but it does not apply to claims on bills or 
cheques, interest being payable only on the capital sum. 

The “ Norddeutsche Allgemeine Zeitung” declares that the new Order 
provides the necessary centralisation of the administration of all liquid 
enemy property in Germany. (D.C.I. 25,874.) 





TERRITORY KNOWN AS “GERMAN EAST AFRICA.” 
Transit, etc., Regulations, 


The “ Official Gazette”’ of the East Africa Protectorate, dated 28th March, 
publishes the following regulations, made by the Senior Military Customs 
Officer at Dar-es-Salaam, setting out the conditions under which goods in 
transit through the occupied territory in “German East Africa ’’ may be 
conveyed through the ports of Bukoba and Muanza:— 

1. If imported into or exported from a port in British East Africa, all goods 
in transit must be entered in such form as the Chief of Customs, Mombasa, 
may direct, and must comply with the transit or other regulations for the 
time being in force in the East Africa Protectorate. Nothing conveyed 
through occupied territory and imported into British East Africa will be 
entered as ‘in transit’’ unless supported by a Belgian Export Entry, Pass 
Note, or other official declaration setting out the particulars required by 
Regulation 3 below. 

2. Every package or parcel of goods in transit must be roped, corded, or 
otherwise securely fastened. 

3. All goods in transit must be supported by a properly certified copy of 
the Customs Transit Entry, Export Entry or Pass Note, giving the correct 
description of the merchandise, its place of origin, its value at the place of 
entry, its weight or quantity if in bulk, the number and marks of the 
parcels if packed, the intended place of exit from this territory and ultimate 
destination. This document must be produced at the place of declaration 
of the goods, and when required by any Officer of Customs, or any political 
officer or assistant political officer of occupied territory. 

4. A certificate of landing for all goods declared in transit must be obtained 
and forwarded to the Customs Officer at the place of original declaration. 

5. A fee of 25 cents (4d.) per package, to cover administration expenses in 
connection with transit traffic, must be paid at the time of declaration on 
all packages in transit through occupied territory. 

6. If the quantity of goods in transit be found to be less than that specified 
in the Transit Bill of Entry, Export Entry, Pass Note, or other official 
declaration referred to in Regulation 1, a sum equal to treble the import 
duty leviable on goods of the like kind shall be chargeable on such 
deficiency provided it cannot be accounted for by reasons for which the 
transit agent is not responsible. 

Goods in transit not complying with the above Regulations shall be deemed 
to be imported for home consumption, and shall be liable as such to the 
duties and penalties imposed by Proclamation of 8th September, 1916, and 
the regulations made thereunder. 


In the same issue of the “Gazette” the following regulations issued in 
“German East Africa” under Martial Law are published by the Chief of 
Customs at Mombasa for general information :—

The form of entry required in the East Africa Protectorate is the ordinary 
Transit Entry. 

All goods in transit will be subject to the East Africa Protectorate Regu- 
lations, and must be duly secured by deposit of duty or by bond on entry 
and declaration at either Kilindini or Kisumu. 


RECENT FISCAL LEGISLATION IN COSTA RICA. 
Imposition of new Income, Land, and Municipal Taxes. 

H.M. Consul at San José (Mr. F. N. Cox) has forwarded translations of 
Laws Nos. 70, 71, 72, 73 and 74, all of which were approved by the Congress 
of Costa Rica on 14th December, 1916, together with a memorandum thereon, 
from which the following information is taken :— 

By all the above-mentioned Laws the Legislature has placed very exten- 
sive and complete new powers of taxation, and of regulation of the same by 
hbye-laws, in the hands of the Executive. The whole series makes provision 
for the establishment of direct taxation on property and income in Costa 
Rica tor State and Municipal purposes, and for works of special public 
interest and utility. 

Law No. 70 provides for the establishment of a Department of General 
Cadastre, t.e., Ordnance Survey,as an annex of the Property Registry, for the 
purpose of takinga census of all property in the Republic and of making an 
Ordnance Survey, and authority is given for the expenditure of 100,000 
colones (about £9,600, at par) annually for this purpose. Exemption from 
stamp tax is allowed on deeds accompanied by plans approved by the Census 
Office, and modifications are made in the Law relating to the Registry of 
Deeds, and relevant to its operations. 

Law No. 71 is a general Law of direct taxation, and establishes general 
national taxes on all persons resident in Costa Rica, and on all properties and 
enterprises in the country, and also, by Decree of the Executive, municipal 
taxes, as super tax, up to 25 per cent. of the national taxes. These direct taxes 
are to be a privileged charge over all other rights in property. Provision is 
also made enabling the Executive, by Decree, to increase the State tax on 
municipalities. 

A general tax upon landed property, buildings, railways, etc. is established 
by Law No. 72. All landed property used for ordinary purposes, such as 
residence, industry or commerce, agriculture and mining, which may be 
under cultivation or in formal exploitation in any sense, must pay ‘25 per 
cent. per annum on the capital value of real estate, industrial and com- 
mercial, and mining property. Railway and tramway property is taxed at 
0°20 per cent. per annum of its value. Uncultivated lands are taxed at rates 
progressing from 0°25 to 2°50 per cent. per annum on capital value, as the 
holdings vary from 250 to 5,000 or more hectares. Holdings of less than 
250 hectares are free of this tax, except when near to public roads or rail- 
way stations, when the free limit is 100 hectares. Cattle lands are subject 
to special exceptions, and mining lands are to be the subject of later rulings. 
Powers are ‘additionally conterred on the Executive by this Law to acquire 
any property whatever at the declared value, plus 20 per cent., either to hold 
or to dispose of immediately. ‘lhe whole of the product of this taxation is 
destined to the construction and maintenance of roads in the Republic. 

Law No. 73 imposes an income tax on all residents in Costa Rica whose 
incomes are in excess of £100 per annum, at rates rising from ] per cent. to 
o per cent. per annum for incomes over £3,000 per annum. Incomes are also 
liable to Municipal taxaticn up to 25 per cent. of the amount of the income 
tax. The stated object of the income tax is to reduce Customs duties on 
articles of prime necessity for the people. 

Law No. 74 provides that the beneficiaries of works of special public 
utility and interest, whether national or municipal, shall pay a special tax 
proportionate to the benefits received. The proceeds of this tax are to be 
exclusively applied to the construction or maintenance of the works for 
which the tax has been levied.

INTO FRANCE AND ALGERIA. 


With reference to the notice published under the above heading in the 
issue of the “ Board of Trade Journal” for the 26th April, 1917 (pages 17] 
et seq.), the Board of Trade are now in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of 
copy of a French Ministerial Decree, dated the 12th May and published in 
the “Journal Officiel” for the 14th May. amending in certain respects, and

unjab. mentioned duty will also be levied from the 
Ist April, 1917, upon all opium imported into 
the Punjab, prov ided that the said duty will not be leviable upon 
(a) poppy heads ; 
(b) opium produced in the Hill States of the Punjab; or 
(c) opium on which duty has already been paid in the North-West 
Frontier Province. 

It is stated in Notification No. 2942 G that, with effect from the lst April, 
1917, duty at the rate of Rs. 9 per seer will be levied upon all opium, except 
poppy heads, produced in any State subject to the political control of the 
Punjab Government and imported into the Punjab. 

The above Notifications are in supersession of Notifications No. 911-7], 
dated 6th February, 1915, Nos. 2383-4-71, dated 20th March, 1915, 
respectively. (C. 8,754.) 





COMMONWEALTH OF AUSTRALIA. 


The Board of Trade have received copy of Statutory Rules No. 47 of 1917, 
. dated 28th February, 1917, which have been issued 
“ ne rm under the “ Commerce (Trade Descriptions) Act, 
with regard ih 1905,” and which amend the previous Regulations 
Importation of Pepper issued under that Act (Statutory Rules No. 347 of 
* 1913) with effect on and after the lst June, 1917. 
The amending Regulations provide that, in addition to the prescribed 
“trade description”’ which must be applied to all articles of food for man 
before their importation into the Commonwealth is permitted, in the case of 
pepper berries (Piper Nigrum, LL.) the “trade description” shall specity 
whether they are white or black.

The following Standards are added by the present Regulations to the list 
of Standards specified in the First Schedule to the original Regulations, 
viz. :— 

“ Black Pepper”: Black pepper is the dried immature berry of Piper

““White Pepper”: White pepper is the dried more or less mature berry

(2) 7 per cent. of immature berries, 
(3) 3°5 per cent. of ash; 

(c) Not less than 
(1) 6 per cent. of extract soluble in ether, and 
(2) 7 per cent. of extract soluble in ethylic alcohol. 


It is provided in the Regulations of 1913, which are still operative, that 
the importation of all goods mentioned in the First Schedule above referred 
to, which do not comply with the standards set out therein is prohibited, 
unless the trade description applied to the goods includes in bold and legible 
characters the matters and the extent to which the goods do not comply 
with the standards applicable thereto. (C. 8,429.)

The Governor-General is empowered to make regulations with respect to 
the marking, labelling, or branding of sacks, packets, etc. containing ferti- 
lisers, farm foods and pest remedies, and for the registration of such articles. 

From and after the commencement of this Act, all fertilisers, etc. imported 
as merchandise at any port in the Union may be detained for purposes of 
analysis or examination by a customs officer or other officer appointed in that 
behalf, and any such article which, upon analysis or examination, is found to 
be otherwise than is required by this Act, or not marked or labelled as 
therein required, may, by order of the Department of Agriculture, be 
disposed of as the Department may direct. 

It is also provided that no person shall sell any seeds unless there is 
attached to the receptacle or package containing them a written label giving 
the name of the seeds and their country of origin. Snch label is to imply a 
guarantee to the seller that the seeds are not below the standard of purity 
and germinating capacity prescribed by regulation. 

Every person who sells any fertiliser or farm food shall provide the pur- 
chaser at the time of purchase with an invoice stating the quantity sold, the 
name and brand under which they are registered, and also the chemical con- 
stituents thereof which have been registered as prescribed by regulation.

article is as described.

RUSSIA. 


The British Vice-Consul at Berdiansk (Mr. J. Greaves) writes that the manu- 
, . facture of agricultural machinery and imple- 
a see ments was a staple industry in that town and its 
at Berdiansk neighbourhood up to the outbreak of the war, but 
’ that it has now temporarily ceased. About 2,000 
reaping machines, 1,000 seeders, about 1,000 threshers, and a few thousand 
ploughs will probably be all that have been manufactured since the war 
began, and these from materials and reserve parts which the works happened 
to have in stock, as no iron, steel or other metals were allowed to be used 
for making anything but war material, upon which, at the present time, all 
the factories are working at top speed. 

After the war these factories must return to the production of agricultural 
machinery, the demand for which will be enormous. It is estimated that 
since the commencement of the war quite 50 per cent. of the machinery in the 
hands of the farmers has worn out and become useless. This applies 
especially to ploughs, harvesters and threshers, and the cause is partly due to 
the extra work to which they have been put, and partly to their use by inex- 
perienced people. 

A number of ploughs have been bought in Sweden by the Russian Ministry 
of Agriculture, and mowing, reaping, and binding machines have been ordered 
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RUSSIA—continued. 


from the United States, Canada and Sweden for delivery in 1917. The last- 
mentioned country, however, though geographically well situated for 
engaging in this trade, lacks facilities for producing the large quantity 
necessary, while trade in American goods is at present handicapped by the 
fact that it can only be conducted vid Archangel or Vladivostock. 

Prior to the war, Germany and Austria were the principal competitors of 
United Kingdom makers of steam threshing machines and petroleum engines. 
After the war, United Kingdom manufacturers will have an excellent oppor- 
tunity of obtaining a larger share in the trade in these goods, but competition 
from American manufacturers of a cheaper type of threshing machine may 
be anticipated. 

Food preparing and other small machinery of United Kingdom manufac- 
ture will also find a ready market. In mowers, reapers and horse rakes United 
Kingdom goods are almost out of the running, but Canadian manufacturers 
may count on getting a good share of this trade, as Canadian harvesting 
machinery is more adapted to Russian conditions. 

Excellent seeders and ploughs are now made in Russia, and in a short time 
competition with native makers will be more and more difficult, but all 
makers will find ready purchasers immediately after the war. 

The agricultural schinaes industry in Russia has never had the benefit 
of a protective tariff. Foreign agricultural implements and machinery have 
either been imported duty free, or the duty has been a nominal one, not cover- 
ing the duty on the raw material which, up till 15 years ago, had mostly to 
be imported by manufacturers in Russia. In spite of this, the industry has 
made progress, and is able to supply half the machinery required by Russian 
farmers. Many types of implements have originated with Russian makers, 
and have been imitated by foreign firms, but with little success. The 
Ministry of Agriculture is now quite alive to the importance of this industry, 
and it is expected that measures will soun be taken to assist and encourage 
Russian makers of agricultural machinery. (D.C.1. 19,345.)

The Law lays down the principle of the general 
supervision by the Federal authorities of the utilisation 
of hydraulic power derived from public or private watercourses in Switzer- 
land, leaving, as heretofore, to the cantonal and other local authorities the 
granting of concessions. The relative rights of the Federal, cantonal and 
local authorities and of the concessionaires are defined, and provision is made 
for protecting the interests of navigation, fishing, etc. It is provided that at 
least two-thirds of the directors of a concessionaire company must be Swiss 
citizens and domiciled in Switzerland, and that no transfer of the concession 
may be made without the consent of the conceding authority. The maximum 

period for a concession is fixed at 80 years. 

The “ Feuille Fédérale” of 25th April contains the text of a circular sent 
by the Federal Council to the Cantonal Governments relative to the drawing 
up of local regulations to give effect to the above-mentioned Law, and fixing 
Ist January, 1918, as the date of its coming into operation.

ae ene grain elevators at different places along the system of 
Plans Approved. the Central Argentine Railway was placed before the 
Argentine Government by an Argentine firm, and that 
a Presidential Decree has now been issued approving the plans for the 
elevators. The materials and machinery for the construction and working 
of the elevators will be allowed to be imported free of Customs duties, the 
period for granting exemptions from payment of Customs duties on such 
materials and machinery having been extended from 3lst December, 1915 
(see notice on p. 397 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 6th May, 1915), 
until 3lst December, 1917 (see notice on p. 133 of the “ Journal” of 19th 
April). The facilities previously accorded to the importation of iron used in 
grain elevator construction have been made applicable to other materials 
also. 

Elevators are to be constructed at the following stations of the Central 
Argentine Railway :—Acevedo, Arequito, Arrecifes, Armstrong, Canada de 
Gomez, Carreras, Chabas, Colon, Conesa, Correa, El Socorro, Firmat, Godoy, 
Marcos Jaurez, Paz, Peyrano, Rojas, Rojo, Rueda and Santa Teresa. 

Ten of the elevators are to be placed in service within a year from the 
date of the above-mentioned Decree approving the plans, and the remainder 
are to be working within two years of the same date. ‘The contract is to be 
signed within three months of the date of the Decree. 

The firm referred to intended at first to form a company to build the 
elevators, but it now appears that it will be the sole owner, and will borrow 
the necessary capital.

H.M. Trade Commissioner in South Africa (Mr. W. G. Wickham) has 
' forwarded an extract from the local press, dated 13th 
P roduction and March, from which it appears that the Secretary for 
Utilisation of = Mines ‘and Industries in South Africa has issued 
Berry Wax. Mines and Industries in South Africa has issued a 
circular on the utilisation of berry wax. This product 
is obtained from the berry of a bush which grows on the sand drifts in the 
vicinity of Cape Town and at intervals along the south-east coast. In 1915 
exports of berry wax from South Africa amounted to 16,878 lb., valued at 
£737. The greater proportion of the wax exported to the United Kingdom 
found its way to France and the United States. It is mainly used for floor 
and other polishes and, to some slight extent, as a hardening substance in 
the manufacture of margurine. (D.C.I. 20,68+4.)

JAPAN AND FORMOSA. 


H.M. Embassy at Tokio has forwarded the following nna “sr ae the 
Japanese and Formosan sugar industry, which have 
—. been furnished by Mr. G. P. Paton, the Assistant Com- 
F mercial Attaché to the Embassy :— 
A considerable development has taken place in the sugar industry of 
Japan—in which must be included the Colony of Formosa, for it is there 
that the development has been most striking. 


Japan. 

In Japan itself, however, as a result of Government assistance, there has 
been an increase in sugar production, the average output for the past few 
years having been 1,250,000 piculs. With sufticient protection and State aid 
the Japanese output may eventually rise to 2,000,000 piculs. Of the present 
ontput, 80 per cent. is black sugar and 20 per cent. is a very low grade 
brown sugar, but the authorities are taking steps to secure the production 
of centrifugal sugar. 

The chief part played by Japan proper in the sugar industry is in refining. 
The first refinery was established in 1896, and, according to a reliable source 
of information, there are now eight refineries with a capacity of 1,300 tons 
per day. 

Exports from Japan consist almost wholly of refined sugar, the average 
annual export of which in 1912, 1913 and 1914 amounted to 1,300,000 piculs, 
valued at 12,000,000 yen. The principal market for Japanese refined sugar 
is China, where it is said to be gradually supplanting Hong-Kong sugar. 

Formosa. 
The development of the sugar industry in Formosa was taken in hand by 


the Government in 1902, and regulations were promulgated for its encourage- 
ment. Asa result of generous Government assistance, which took the form

of the employment of experts, the establishment of an experimental siation, 
subsidies, and the loan of machinery, the production of sugar in Formosa 
increased rapidly. Production prior to 1902 had never reached 1,000,000 
piculs; but by 1906 it had risen to 1,280,000 piculs and by 1910 to 3,775,000 
piculs. In 1916 all records were broken, the estimated output being 
6,200,000 piculs of centrifugal sugar and 700,000 piculs of brown sugar. 

The first charter for the erection of a modern sugar mill in Formosa was 
granted in 1901, and there are at present 14 companies owning 37 crushing 
factories, with an aggregate crushing capacity of 27,240 tons per day of 24 
hours. The total paid-up capital of these companies amounts to 56,175,000 


yen. 

Although the export of sugar from the Island to foreign countries was at 
first considered to be a matter of secondary importance, attention is now 
being turned to the export trade, the supply having overtaken the home 
demand.

NATIONAL INSURANCE (UNEMPLOYMENT) ACTS, 1911 TO 1916. 
UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 


Decisions by the Umpire. 


Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) 
Regulations, the Minister of Labour hereby gives Notice of the following 
decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions are payable :— 


A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 
2269X. Workmen employed in a factory as mixers of ingredients for the 
laying of composition flooring and filling bags with the mixture. 


2270X. Workmen employed in the gas department of a city council, and 
engaged in drilling holes in gas lamp pillars, or in painting lamps in a 
workshop. 


Correction.—Decision A 2255X, published in the “ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of the 17th May, should read as follows :— 
2255X. Workmen engaged in the work of— 
(1) Tack makers ; 
(2) Metal last and form makers for use in boot and shoe trade ; 
(3) Knife makers for presses in boot and shoe trade. 


Note.—Decisions in which the Umpire has decided that contributions are 
payable under the National Insurance (Part [I.) (Munition Workers) Act, 
1916, are indicated by the letter X at the end of the number, e.g., 1554X. 
Contributions under these decisions are payable as from the 4th September, 
1916. 

Where no reference is given to an Application, the question has been 
decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not admitting of reason- 
able doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations. 

Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question of 
general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a previous 
decision, are not published.
